IN CHARGE 


Now in Authority in Cook 


County and is Swearing 


in 1500 Deputies. 


Takes Action Regardless of Mayor Dunne's Pro- 


test—Will Await Developments of Next Few 


Hours Before Calling on Gov- 


ernor For Troops. 


' CHICAGO, May 4,—On the nineteenth 
anniversary of the hay market riot when 
eight persons were suddenly blown to 
pieces and sixty-six men were frightfully 
wounded, the police today again found 


themselves coping with mobs. 


Recalling the tragedy enacted nineteen 


years ago when Inspector John Bonficld 


led 133 policemen in the hay market to 
suppress a riot, old time policemen look- 
ed thoughtful today and watched sharply 
for a sign of possible repetition of the 
peril which confronted their associates 
in the hay market. Dynamite, however, 


•was not generally looked for except ns a 
bare possibility from some irresponsible 


individual unconnected with any organi- 


zation. 


GO TO CONFER WITH DENEEX. 


A committee of merchants has gone to 


' Springfield to confer with Governor De- 


neen on the strike situation. Some mem- 
bers oi the Employers' association seem 
to think troops arc necessary to suppress 
the rioting in the streets. Others appear 
to believe the police and the sheriff can 
control the turbulence. A committee of 
the association called on Sheriff Barrett 
today, and he said that with his deputies 
and the police disturbances could be 
quelled. 


As the result of the efforts of Mayor 


Dunne, Governor Deneen will come to 
Chicago Saturday for a conference with 
him. It is quite likely that an effort will 
be made to bring the Employers and 
strikers together with a view to a settle- 
ment of their controversy. 


LESS VIOLENCE REPORTED. 


The police accompanied an increased 


number of wagons of 
the 
boycotted 


wholesale and retail stores and express 
companies today, and there was less in- 
terference with deliveries by strikers and 
their sympathizers. This was possibly 
due to'the general presence of the mu- 
nicipal guardians. It had been claimed 
by the police that the private detectives 
and hired guards were responsible in 
large part for the rioting, nnd the claim 
was apparently well founded by the re- 
sult of the change. 


OTHERS THROW DOWN DEFI. 


Additional wholesale houses joined 


those under the labor ban and the Chica- 
go Team Owners' association, the Inde- 
pendent organization, announced that de- 
liveries were to be made to boycotted 
stores, though nonunion drivers will not 
be discharged if stopped by pickets. 


Walsh, Boyle & Co., the Covbin & Sons 


Co., and other grocery jobbers, and in 
addition the Harrison Express Co., de- 
cided today to throw in their lot with 
concerns under the labor ban. Drivers 
were-notified that they must make de- 
liveries to all firms and individuals boy- 
cotted or otherwise. 


CLEARS THE AIR A LITTLE. 


The situation has been somewhat clear- 


ed by tho announcement of President 
Shea that the Teamsters' union docs not 
demand a "closed shop." 


There is much feeling among the public 


about the bringing in of negroes from the 
south to take the place of strikers, and 
it was given out at the employers head- 
quarters that no more negroes were to 
be brought here. 


There were several riots while caravans 


were being taken through the streets 
arid a number of people, spectators and 
nonunion drivers, were seriously hurt 
Ono or two may die. 


TALK STRIKE WITH GOVERNOR. 
A committee of twelve merchants o: 


Chicago, headed by John 
G. f'ledel of 


Marshal Field'& Co., left fur Springfield 
today on a special train. They wi>nt-prc- 
Bumably to confer with Governor De- 
neon on the strike situation.

within its resources. 


ANOTHER EFFORT FOR PEACE. 
Renewed efforts 
were made 
today 


toward bringing abrfut arbitration of the 
strike. Petitions lo that end were circu- 
lated by labor leaders. It was stated 
that many conservative union elements 
were working in conjunction with strong 
interests on the employers side. In this 
connection, a call was issued today for a 
private meeting'ht the auditorium next 
Sunday. The call is the outcome of a 
fresh movement by Dr. Cornelia De Bey, 
Jnne Addams and Dr. Emil Hirsch, whoso 
efforts in the same direction failed a 
week ago. 


MANY DEPUTIES SWORN IN 
T. 


Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett today re- 


ceived a formal request from the Chicago 
Employers' association to act'with the 
police in quelling rioth.g and in restoring 
order in the city's streets by swearing in 
several thousand deputy sheriffs. Imme- 
diately following this demand from the 
merchants, the chief county official con- 
ferred with Mayor" Dunne, Corporation 
Counsel Tolman 
nnd Chief 
of Police 


O'Neill. It was said that Sheriff Barrett 
interpreted the law to mean that he had 
full powers to "read the riot act" and 
he begun immediately to swear in depu- 
ties. The call upon the sheriff by tho 
Employers' association wns said to be 
preliminary to plans to have the national 
,7iiard put in the streets. Representa- 
tives of the Employers' association, it 
u-us said, spent several hours scrutiniz- 
ing the law in the case. 


The decision to first request Sheriff 


Barrett to act came ns a result. It was 
said afterward thnt Sheriff Barrett ex- 
pressed a determination to show that his 
deputies, acting with the Chicago police 
detail of 2,700 men would be adequate to 
quell disturbances and sec that normal 
commercial operations were 
resumed 


without the aid of soldiers. 


BARRETT NOW IN CHARGE. 


Sheriff Barrett said: 
"I am now in 


charge of the situation and will endeavor 
to restore peace. 
If the force at my 


command is not able to, I will inform the 
governor of the situation. Mayor Dunne 
informs me that the full .force of the city 
vill cooperate with the sheriff in restor- 
ing order. I do not know at the pres- 
ent moment whether I will appeal to the 
governor for troops. The next few hours 
must decide that question, but the gover- 
nor is expected here Friday night or Sat- 
urday morning and I will then make full 
reports ns to the situation. 


Sheriff Barrett this 
afternoon was 


said to have in his pocket a telegranr 
ready which in effect informed the gov- 
crnor that the mayor of Chicago having 
beer, superseded by the sheriff of Cook 
county, the latter found himself Unable 
to restore peace and therefore troops 
would he necessary. This telegram, it 
was said, was ready to be sent on an in- 
stant's -notice. The holding of the tele- 
gram was to determine whether the sher- 
iff could secure the number and diameter 
of deputies needed for uae in the streets 
at tin expense to the county of 94,:JOO per 
day for 1,500 deputies. 


As a result of communications between 


the city and state executives n conference 
is said to have been arranged between 
Governor Deneen and Mayor Dunne for 
tomorrow evening or Saturday morning. 
The governor is said to have assured l-\v 
mayor that in the meantime, no order 
will be issued calling out 
the 
state 


troops. 


THE MAYOR OVERRULED. 


The decision by Sheriff Barrett today 


to'swear in a large number of.deputies 
for strike duty came against the wishes 
of Mayor Dunne, who declares that the 
police forces of the city are adequate to 
preserve peace. The mayor 
told 
the 


sheriff that the city does-not need any 
assistance and that until. the resources 
at the command of tho mayor have been 
exhausted there will be no appeal to the 
county. 


"CLORKTJ'RIIOP" NOT DEM AN OKI). 
President Cornelius P. Shea, of the 


Teamsters' 'union clarified the situation 
somewhat today by an explicit statement 
that the strikers do not ask for the so- 


In line with this 


Grain Teamsters union who found them- 
selves in danger of entanglement in the 
strike for refusal to make deliveries to 
boycotted firms, announced today that as 
long as the Hay and Grain Dealers' as- 
sociation made deliveries with nonunion 
men to the obnoxious places and did not 
discharge union men, the union would 
order no strike. Temporarily the dealers 
arranged to put nt other work such as 
barn duties the union teamsters whose 
places should be taken by nonunioiists 
bound for boycotted houses/ 


MAY INCREASE DEATH ROLL. 


With employers preparing to press a 


demand for troops, violence in the team- 
sters' strike showed no signs of cessa- 
tion today. The very first outbreak re- 
sulted in a fatality. The'riot took place 
near the barns of the Employers' Team- 
ing company in Eighteenth street near 
State. Charles IJibling. a white man, 
.who resides in the vicinity, received a 
fractured skull and is expected to die. 
He was standing in a crowd which start- 
ed to jeer a- nonunion colored teamster 
who was guarded by five detectives.' The 
negro suddenly picked up a stone nnd 
threw it into the crowd. Ribling was 
struck on the head and sank to the 
ground unconscious. The crowd chased 
the negro into the stables of-the team- 
ing company, but were driven back by 
private detectives wielding "billies" and 
pieces of gaspipe. Police reinforced the 
detectives, and pacified the crowd by de- 
manding that the negro be surrendered. 
Tho police entered the stables but were

COLORED MAN SHOT. 


During a second disturbance at the

A number 
of strike sympathizers instantly made 
'or the negro, and -began to throw bricks 
and stones at him. Private detectives 
•ushed to. Dansberry's aid. 'A general 
ight ensued during which Daniberry re- 
ceived a bullet in the leg. It was-nec- 
essary to take him to a, hospital. 


Joseph Lang, barn boss for a large 


mercantile firm, was arrested, charged 
with the shooting. 


ATTEMPT DELIVERIES. 


The~Chicago Team Owners' associa- 


tion, consisting of large teaming firms 
not affiliated with the Employers' Team- 
ing association made a new move today 
^ attempting- deliveries to boycotted 
louses. While attempts were made to 
deliver to these houses, the Team Own- 
ers' association was specific in announc- 
rig that it would not be drawn into the 
strike and would continue the policy of 
not discharging drivers who. refused to 
make such deliveries. 


"Wo will continue to make every ef- 


fort possible toward peace," said Chair- 
nun Taft of the peace committee of the 
Team Owners' association,-"although all 


work heretofore has been in vain.

CARRY WEAPONS EXPOSED. 


With employes carrying heavy revolv- 


ers and cartridge belts unconcealed the 
American, the National and Pacific and 
the Northern Express companies today 
followed the example of the United 
States Express company -and sent out 
120 wagons under the escort of 100 po- 
licemen0 Efforts were concentrated on 
an endeavor to relieve the congested 
condition of the various freight houses. 
Four men were placed on each of the 
wagons, which traveled in caravans of 
three or more. 


GUARDS FOR SPECIE WAGONS. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—The general 


staff has received a telegram from Col. 
Duggan commanding the military forces 
at Fort Sheridan saying that after con* 
sultation with the assistant 
treasurer, 


action had been taken to cany out the 
order of Secretary Taft to furnish quar- 
termaster's wagon and guards from the 
regular army forces to transport govern- 
ment specie between, the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad station and the sub-treas- 
ury in Chicago-if called upon to do so 
by the assistant treasurer. 
'There has as yet bcen-no application to 


the war department for the use of troops 
in connection with the movements of 
mails in Chicago. 


It is possible that the 
obstruction 


caused by the strike to the delivery'of 
express packages .may be regarded as an 
interference with interstate commerce. 
Already the officers cf some of these com- 
panies have applied'for government pro- 
lection, but no far without success. Tho 
view here is that such application muat 
be made to the federal courts in the oo- 
giiuiing aud thnt United States troops can 
be used only-in the extremity, that .tho 
courts should find themselves 'unable; to' 
execute their mandates, .through; ^the 
court's own officers. 


NEW YORK., May 4.—Nan Patterson 


lies very ill in the Tombs prison today, 
her nerves completely' unstrung by the 
ordeal of her trial and her dramatic cx- 
perieuce • in court at1 two o'clock this 
morning when the jury reported dis- 
agreement. Lawyers worked 
hard to- 


day to secure her release at once on bail, 
but up to 2:30 had made little or no 
progress. 
At that time they had not 


been able to communicate w;th the dis- 
triet attorney and did not know his in- 
tentions regarding the case. Bail was 
ready in any sum, they said, and they 
hoped to secure her freedom in a day or 
two at the latest. 


Lawyer Levy went to the Tombs pris- 


on shortly before noon today to have a 
conference 
with Miss Patterson, but 


found her so prostrated as to be unable 
to talk with him. Mr. Levy left with- 
out attempting to discuss the case with 
her. He said afterward 
that Mrs. J. 


Morgan Smith also was suffering severe- 
ly from the effects of the strain. 


FOUND PEACEFUL SLEEP, 


ilthough'in a.fitate-bordering on com- 


plete collapso-when" she-wait to. her cell 
early today after the jury had been ilis- 
char'"cd. NBTI Patterson -soon was quiet- 
ed and'slept 
peacefully 
through the 


night 
When'a deputy warden making 


hi» rounds at S o'clock 
this morning 


reached the cell occupied by Miss Patter- 
son and her- sister, Nan was still sleep- 
in- heavily. At the side of the couch 
knelt her'.sister, Mrs. Smith, who was 
also asleep with one arm thrown on the 
pillow on which Miss Patterson's head 
lav. 
The deputy warden carried with 


him eleven letters addressed to Miss Pat- 
terson. He left them at the cell door, 
nnd did not disturb either of the women. 
About that time crowds began to gather 
in the streets around the Tombs await- 
ing possible developments wh'ch might 
make it necessary-for Miss Patterson to 
once more cross the bridge between the 
prison and court building. 


MAY BE RELEASED ON BAIL. 


Abraham Levy, counsel for Miss Pat- 


terson said today: 


"I will apply for Nan Patterson to be 


admitted to a nominal bail at once. The 
'disagreement is equal to an acquittal as 
far ns her liberty is concerned. It. may 
be that the district attorney will npply 
to have her admitted to bail. If he does 
not, then I shall take the steps. She will 
never bo placed on trial again. Of this I 
urn certain. I arn disappointed that she 
was not acquitted." . 


It was said at the district attorney's 


offices today that the prosecution would 
not oppose the release of Nan-Patterson 
on ba'il provided the sum were fixed nt 
from $10,000 to $20MO. It is expected 
that Recorder Goff will be in his office 
today and it is possible that Miss Pat- 
terson may be released before night. 


BROKEN DOWN COMPLETELY. 
Abraham Levy for Kan Patterson, said 


at 11:30 that he was not sure whether 
Miss Patterson would be released todny 
or not.' He hoped, he said, that the dis- 
trict attorney's office would agree to her 
admission to boil this afternoon, but ho 
had no official information to that ef- 
fect'.' It was his intention he said to go 
into court to eon what could be done for 
the girl who, he said, was in very bad 
shape. Daniel O'Reilly, Mr. Levy's asso- 
ciate counsel, said that Miss Patterson's 
condition was not alarming, but the long 
wait for the jury had broken her down 
completely. 


NAN A NERVOUS WRECK. 


After one of Ms visits to Ms daugh- 


ter's cell, J. Randolph Patterson said:

'"I didn't try to talk 
to her. She 


seemed to be sleepy, as if she needed 
rest. I hnd not the heart to talk to her 
after what she went through last night. 
She is in the hands of her w-stor, and I 
am satisfied with that." 


Dr. V. A, MeGuire, the prison physi- 


cian, today gave out a formal nta.tement 
regarding, the prisoner's condition. He 
said: "She is n nervous wreck. She-is 
unable to retain .food.

THE JURY DISCHARGED. 


Having failed to reach a verdict, and 


declaring that they were hopelessly dis- 
agreed, the jury in the Nan • Patterson 
case was formally discharged at 2:30 
o'clock this morning. 


Thc,'.jury. was given the case at 
1 


o'clock yesterday, and after deliberating 
twelve hours came into court at 1:30 this 
morning. 


When the twelve men were in their 


places and the court officials had all ar- 
rived the recorder asked why the de- 
fendant had not been brought into court. 
A deputy sheriff replied that she hud 
been feeling ill and had- retired, but wns 
then being dressed. 
After a wait of 


twelve minutes. Miss Patterson appeared, 
looking pale and in a highly 
nervous 


state. 


"Gentlemen, have you been able to 


reach an agreement?" asked the recorder 
of the jury. 


"No, sir," replied the foreman. 
"Is there any question of law or evi- 


dence in which I ean instruct you? Is 
there any way in which the court can 
help you?" 


JURY GOES OUT AGAIN. 


The foreman looked for an instant at 


his fellow members of thu jury, then 
turned to the recorder and said: 


-"No sir, I don't believe you can help 
s." 
"Gentlemen of the jury, you will re- 


tire again to the jury room and deter- 
mine whether or not there are any such 
questions at law you wish me to decide 
•upon," said Recorder Goff. 


• The jury filed out again. Nan Patter- 
son loked at them as if only half under- 
standing what had transpired and then 
she was assisted from the room. 


At 2:30 o'clock the jury again return- 


ed and notified the rocorder that they 
•rfcrc unable to agree. Thereupon Recor- 
der Goff discharged them. Nan Patter- 
son was taken back to the Tombs. Her 
counsel will ask that she be released on 
bail immediately. 


It is stated that the show girl will go 


free, it being most improbable that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome will insist upon a 
fourth trial. 


A DAY OF TORTURE. 


To Nan Patterson the day was the 


most momentous of the whole trial. 
In 


the streets outside a curious crowd loi 
tcred all day, content to gaze at 
the 


Bridge of Sighs connecting the court with 
the prison. It was an orderly crowd 
while daylight lasted, content, to look 
'and loaf in the sunshine and speculate on 
what was going On in the building and 
on what would be the outcome of it all. 


CROWD HOWLS IN'DARKNESS. 
But when the darkness of night, fell a 


wild, lawless, turbulent element • aug 
mentcd. the throng, and it gained some 
thing of the mob spirit. 


All sorts of rumors gained circulation 


and loud-voiced comments, hoots, 
cat 


calls and cheers rent the air. Women 
old and young, some with children cling- 
ing to their skirts, were in the crowd, 
and thcv were tho loudest of tongue and 
boldest in action. They cheered one min 
ute and howled the next. 


The girl whose fate was in the balance 


was fairly composed and kept up out- 
ward show of composure up to supper 
time. 'She ato sparingly -and 
seemed 


cheerful until it wns told her thnt the 
jury had returned nnd was again busy 
with her fnte. 


As the midnight hour approached and 


still no word came from the jury room 
the girl's condition became pitiful. She 
paced the cell unceasingly, blank despair 
written on her countenance.

Ex-Assistant Cashier of First 


National is Brought Back

FINALLY GOES BACK TO CHICAGO. 


Finally, to throw the officers off again,

hotels on the south side. On Sunday the 
local police received word that he was 
in the Windy City and early Monday 
morning Chief Jan=sen himself went to 
Chicago and laid out the plans that led 
to his capture. Having satisfied himself 
that Goll could not escape, the chief re- 
turned to Milwaukee late Tuesday night 
and instructed Detective Sullivan to go 
to Chicago and make the arrest. It was 
the wovk of the chief, however, that re- 
sulted in his capture. 


Detective Sullivan saw Goll strolling 


up Michigan avenue yesterday ju«t be- 
fore twelve o'clock, and quietly walking 
up to him said: 
"Hello, Goll," placing 


his hand upon his shoulder. 


Goll started and wheeled around. 


Then he recognized Sullivan and his face 
turned deathly pale. He tried to step 
back, but the oflicer held him fast. 


"Hello, Denny," finally answered the 


former cashier. "What, are you doing 
here?" 


"Looking for you," answered the de- 


tective. "Wo want you up in Milwau- 
kee.'

Goll now fully realized that he had 


run his race nnd almost collapsed on the 
street. He became nervous and for a 
few moments could not speak. He hung 
his head and assumed a dejected appear- 
ance.

BEATEN BY CRUEL COSSACKS.

People were 
driven into court yards and beaten with 
the butts of rifles, some of them to in- 
sensibility. The limbs of some of the vic- 
tims were broken. The boinb thrown into 
a Cossack patrol near the Vienna station, 
Warsaw, struck the head of a Cossack's 
horse, literally blowing the horse and 
rider to atoms and killing two othev Cos- 
sacks and two women. . 


MAJORITY STAYED AT HOME. 


.Bad as was the rioting at Warsaw, 


Lodz, Kaliiz and other places in Poland 
yesterday and venomous as was the hos- 
tility everywhere displayed against the 
police and the Russian authorities the up- 
rising was far less formidable nnd the 
results less bloody than anticipant!. The 
authorities had given due warning of 
their -intention to permit no demonstra- 
tions and the troops quelled the disturb- 
ances ruthlessly. All reports, however, 
indicate tli.it the demonstrators were 
comparatively few in number, the vast 
bulk of the population fearing trouble re- 
mained indoors. Where trouble occurred 
the crowds were armed with bombs and 
•revolvers. In Warsaw a red flag proces- 
sion was dispersed by two volleys, Cos- 
Bucks and Uhlans then charging nnd cut-:

TIII2 XEGLIOENCE DILL. 


Tho railroad negligence bill which has 


(passed the lower hou.se is somewhat dif- 
.ferent that that asked for by the labor 
>unious as the question of negligence is 
•made dependable upon the amount shown 
.by the injured nnd the fellow servant or 
.-employe. In brief this bill "provides that 
the jury shall always be permitted to 
.'determine the relative negligence of Lhe 
railroad company or any of its employes 
and the employe injured, nnd if it is 
found that the company or any of its em- 
ployes was more negligent than the em- 
ploye injured, then the plaintiff shall be 
entitled to recover dninngcs. It makes 
the company responsible for nny negli- 
gence on the part of all of its employes 
except where the negligence of the in- 
jured employe was greater than that of 
a coemploye." 
' This is further than has been hitherto 
the case, but it is hnruiy as far us is de- 
sired by the Inhor unions. Under the 
provision nn injured employe of a rail- 
road' company must be able to prove that 
hia negligence was loss than that of his 
fellow employes and of the company. It 
does not seem good law that an employe 
should recover for injuries resulting from 
his own negligence, whore the employer 
or follow employes are in no wise to 
blame, nnd this point tho proposed law 
covers by the provision as stated,, that 
the. company is responsible for damages 
where an employe is injured through any 
negligence on the part of other employes, 
except where it be shown that tho negli- 
gence of the injured employe hns been 
greater thnn that of a co-employe.

William Dunham Stabbed in 


Breast-Wrist Dislocated. 


Was Injured iu Saloon Fight by Ed- 


ward Dit<fau—Officers Now iu 


Pursuit of Latter. 


William Dunham, about 24 years old, 


walked into the office of Dr. L. E. Fazcn, 
CIS State street, between

Christians in Russia Hold High 


Carnival Alter Putting 


Them to Flight. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 4.—News of 


the anti-Semitic disorders in the Crimea 
arriving here shows that they were on n 
larger scale than the first reports indi 
catcd. At Melitopol the people set upon 
Jews and fought a regular battle with 
stones and revolvers. The few police nnd 
thirty soldiers in the town were power- 
less. When the Jews fled, defeated, the 
Christians from noon until midnight held 
a carnival of pillage and plunder. Every 
shop except two jewelry 
stores 
wns 


sacked, the crowd only desisting when 
exhausted. The arrival -of M. Trepoff, 
governor of Tnuridu province, the follow- 
ing day restored order. 


The number of killed or wounded is not 


given either from Melitopol or Simphcrd- 
pol where rioting ngninst the Jews be- 
gan as a reiult of the circulation of a 
story that a Jewish huckster had thrown 
a sacred ikon into a water closet. 


At the village of OrlofTsky'in the Cri- 


mea the rioting took the form of an at- 
tack upon Baptists. The peasants under 
the direction of tho villngo authorities 
directed an assault upon the church. No 
one is reported to have been killed. The 
Baptists wore cuptured and held up priH- 
oners in the church for ten hours nfaor 
which the}' wore releasea.
